Every young boy or girl who 
applies himself in school, at- 
tempts to find and fill his place 
in life, and who sometimes ques- 
tions and refuses to accept some 
of the “facts of life” we at- 
tempt to cram down his throat - 
how dare you assume that he 
will not come through with dig- 
nity, and wisdom, and love, of 
his country when it is his turn!

Massachusetts, and Baltimore 
and Frederick, Maryland. . I 
have, undoubtedly, been more 
fortunate than you, Mr. Winzer, 
for these are the people with 
whom I have worked, bowl- 
ed, and shared the fellowship of 
my church. I have even viewed 
a few way - out - “right” presen- 
tations on television with some 
pretty “hep” ones. Mr. Winzer, 
would you recognize a red - 
blooded, no - card - necessary 
American if you saw one?

You agitate for impeachment 
of Chief Justice Warren. Im- 
peachment may be within your 
power; ousting him might not 
be so simple (they are separate 
procedures, you know). You 
would require the cooperation 
of a lot of apathetic, so - called 
Americans, who wouldn’t know 
a card - carrying Communist 
face to face, and couldn’t be bo- 
thered with involvement, any- 
way.
